The Pal-W aukee airport is des­ 
tined 
to 
become not alone the 
greatest airport in the north sub­ 
urbs of 
Chicago, but also one of 
the best equipped of the privately 
owned ports in this part of the 
country. 
The recent acquisition of 
the port by a company o f 
Lake 
Forest men, resulting in its incor­ 
poration m eans that a large amount 
of money will be expended to place 
the Pal-W aukee airport am ong the 
best in the Chicago district. 
The final incorporation 
papers 
w’ere 
received tw’o weeks ago and 
the air port at the corner of Pala­ 
tine road and IVftlwaukee avenue 
will hereafter be known as “ Pal- 
W aukee Air Port, 
Incorporated.” 
Mr. O. B. Jones 
a 
prominent 
Lake Forest man who is much in­ 
terested in airnautics is president. 
Mr. 
Jones has an office at 1116 
Marquette building. 
He is a flying 
enthusiast 
w’ho is in a

The vice-president is J. L. Moos, 
also of Lake Forest who is in much 
the sam e position as Mr. Jones.

Travel by

list of five only costs 10c a mile for 
each one. 
This airport should be considered 
as one of the industries of north­ 
ern Cook countyand as belonging 
to each of the several towns.
